| SUICIDEOR ACCIDENT? 


RAYMOND, A SON OF AUGUST BELMONT, 
SHOOTS HIMSELF THIS MORNING.

The Young Man Returns to His Father's 
House at an Early Hour This Morning in 
Company With a Private Watchman— 

While Belmont is Preparing for a Dis-

NEW Tonk, January 31.—Raymond Belmont, 
son ot August Belmont, the well-known 
banker, shot and killed himself early this 
morning. Young Belmont lived with his 
father at 109 Fifth avenue, and was associated 
with the Belmont banking-house at 12 Pine 
street. Early in the evening young Raymond 
wentoutto dinner, but where it could not be 
ascertained this morning. He returned 
shortly before 1 o’clook this morning. With 
him was Leonard Behr, a night watchman ,with 
whom Raymond was well acquainted,and who 
frequently accompanied him home. Together 
thew went down to the basement, where there 
was a shooting gallery in which young Bel- 
mont, who was a very expert shot, frequently 
practiced. Here he also had a stock of revol- 
vors and guns. As they entered the room 
young Belmont picked up a double acting 
Smith & Wesson poarl-handled revolver of 
82 calibre, and turning to Behr, said: ‘‘Now I 
want you to go and hoid upa gold collar-but- 
ton in your hand, and I'll shoot it out. 

THE FATAL snor. 

Behr who had frequently seen the young 
man and had great confidence in him, at once 
agreed to do this. Before taking up his posi- 
tion, however, young Belmont said: **Oh, 
first close all the doors, so that the report may 
not alarm father, who is up-stairs.’’ There. 
upon Behr walked over to a door and haa just 
put his hand upon it when he heard the report 
of the pistol. Turning at once, he saw young 
Belmont falling to the floor, blood gushing 
from a wound in the right side of his head. 

My God, Raymond,“ he cried, ‘‘what 
have you done?’’ He leaned over the young « 
man, who opened his eyes and looking at him, 
tried to speak, but could not. As Behr looked 
at him he closed his eyes and became unc 
scious. Behr then left him, and running 
stairs aroused August Belmont, the - 
man’s father, who was alone in the ho. 
The watchman went for Dr. Polk, and mat 
minutes he was at the young man’s bedsidé 
with two other physiclans, whose names cou 
not be ascertained. They tried to re- 
suscitate young Belmont, but failed. He 
died soon after the bullet entered his brain, 

THE CORONER ON HAND. 

Coroner Erdman was notified and arrived be- 
fore the doctors left. They found that the 
bullet had passed clear through the skull, 
entering the right side of the head and coming 
out atthe left. The watchman said the shoot 
ing wasaccidental, but the coroner said all in- 
dications pointed to suicide. It was evident 
that young Belmont had taken considerable 
wine with his dinner. Serget. Schmitt- 
berger of the Nineteenth Precinct went to 
the house with a policeman. At first they 
intended to put the frightened watchman 

arrest, but they finally concluded to let 
him alone. Mrs. Belmont is in Washington 
with Oongressman Perry Belmont. She was 
notified by telegraph this morning. 

AN ACOIDENT. 

Coroner Eidman said to- day that he had no 
doubt that the shooting of Raymond Belmont 
was due to the accidental discharge of the 
revolver. He was called to the case early this 
morning, but, as it rightfully belonged to his 
associate, Coroner Nugent, he transferred 
the caseto him. He, however, made some 
inguiries and acquainted himself with facts 
sufficient, taken in connection with the other 
ciroumstances, to feel assured that the case 
was not one of suicide,

| - BRITISH TROOPS AND WAR SHIPS TO BE 
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SENT TO CANADA.

The British Admiralty Calls on Marine Fen- 

. gloners to Be in Readtness for Active 
Service- Delay by the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee—A Seat for Goschen— 
Gladstone on Irish Affairs—Three Hun- 
dred Lives Lost by the Sinking of a Brit- 
ish Ship—A Sensational Military Brochure 
in Paris—Foreign News. 


Orrawa, Ont., January 80.—The present po- 
sition of Canada in relation to the fisheries is 
regarded in a much more serious light by the 
Oanadian and Imperial Governments than by 
the leading newspapers and the people gener- 
ally of this country. It is rumored here that 
the Governor-General bas, during the past 
few days, been engaged in important corre- 
spondence from Ottawa with the Imperial 
authorities. It has been pretty well agreed 
upon by Her Majosty’s representatives at 
Ottawa, so the rumor goes, that it has de- 
come necessary to send forces to Canada 
without delay, and that several Imperial regi- 
ments will, as soon as possible, be brought 
here by war ships, and that one or two of the 
ships will remain at Halitax, to be ready for 
any emergency. It was intended some time 
ago to send a number of battalions of volun- 
teers from different parts of Canada to take 
part in Queen Victoria’s jubilee, but now the 
militia understands that the trip has been 
cancelled, and that the Minister of Militia at 
Ottawa has some reason for keeping them in 
Canada. 

MARINE PENSIONERS CALLED FOR SERVICE. 

A circulur has been received from the British 
Admiralty calling upon all marine pensioners 
under 56 years of aue to hold themselves in 
readiness for active sérvice. The circular al- 
do request an immediate answer as to age, 
Whether the pensioner is a long-service 
one, or is invalided, whether a gunner or tor- 
pedo artificer, and to state the nearest ship of 
war where he could attend for examination. 
Traveling ¢xpenses are to be paid by the Brit- 
ish Government. For not complying with the 
order the pensioner will forfeit his pension, 
and at the disoretion of the Guvernment may 
be arrested and punished as adeserter. Only

WAR OR DISARMAMENT. 


The Observations of a Well Known Ameri- 
can While in Europe Recently. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsratcr. 

WASHINGTON, D. C.. January 3$1.—Mr. Na- 
thaniel Page, a well-known Washingtonian 
whose business takes him to Europe nearly 
every year, has just returned. He is an ex- 
perienced and critical observer. Being asked 
his opinion concerning the prospects of 
warin Europe, he said: It appears to me 
that there is bound to be either war or disarm- 
ament very soon, and as the fighting forces of 
the various European nations continue to be 
increased and equipped as fast and as largely 
ae the utmost resources of govern- 
ment will permit, it seems to me that 
an onward movement is more likely than a 
sudden retreat after such preparations have 
been mado for war. I suppose there are not 
less than 10,000,000 of soldiers armed and ready 
for conflict in Europé to-day. The very ex- 
istence of such armies makes continued 
peace impossible. Where the outbreak may 
occur it is hard to say, but all the Govern- 
ments of Europe are so entangled in alliances 
and counter-alliances that it makes very little 
difference where or by whom the first gun is 
fired. All Europe will be invoived in the con- 
flagration. The mainspring of the whole dis- 
turbance is also pretty hard to define. But it 
seems to me that the principal fact of the un- 
settlement is the necessity felt by monar- 
ohical governments to engage their people in 
war with foreigners in order to prevent a 
movement forthe overthrow ofthe Govern. 
ment at home.’’ 

„How do the United States stand in Eu- 
ropean estimation?’’ 

There is one thing that amazes Europeans, 
the rapidity with which the Government of the 
United States has been paying off its public 
debt. A public debt in Europe is hardly ever 
reduced. Generally it is on the increase. For 
years the public debt of Englund has been so 
large that the interest on the Government 
bonds amounts to about one-half of the public 
expenditure. The maintenance of the army 
and navy is the other half. And as the public 
debt is the accumulate legacy of past wars it 
may be said that all the taxes now paid by the 
British subjects are paid for blood shed in the 
past and for readiness to shed blood in the 
present. The expenses of the civil adminis- 
tration are inconsiderable in comparison.’’

MAXWELL TO HANG TO-MORROW. 


But the Supreme Court Gave Him a Stay 
Until April 1. 


Word was received from Jefferson City to- 
day that the State Supreme Court had affirmed 
the decission in the case of Daniel Jewell and 
had sentenced him to hang on March 11. He is 
a small negro only A years of age and is to be 
hung for the murder of his 16-year-old wife, 
Ellen. He committed the crime in front of 
1118 Morgan street on December 380, 1884. He 
was jealous of her, and after attacking her 
with a knife in Chicago, followed her 
to this city where she came to live 


with her mother. Onthe day of the killing 
he went to the house of her mother while in- 
toxicated and shot his wife below the right 
eye. After lingering four months she died at 
St. John’s Hospital, to which institution she had 
been taken. When seen in jail thisafternoon, 
Jewell refused to make any statement, saying 
that newspapers did not come to him in time 
but prejudiced the public against him. 

A stay until Apr has also been granted 
by the State Supreme Court in the cases of 
Maxwell, the Chinese and Alfred Blunt. The 
little chloroformer and the Highbinders had 
been sentenced to hang to-morrow. Their 
cases are too wellknown t> require any men- 
tion here.

THE EVANGELICAL ALLIANCE APPEALS TO 
‘THE LEGISLATURE. 


Repeal of the Law of 1857 Asked Vor—Sub- 
mission Indorsed at To-Day’s Meeting— 
The Anti-Mass Resolution Smothered— 
Election of Officers—Rev. T. Hagerty for 


City Chaplain. 


Rev. Dr. Brank presided at the meeting of 
the Evangelical Alliance this morning, and 
openod it with Soripture reading, which was 
followed by prayer by Bishop Granbery. 
There was a fair attendance of pastors at the 
opening, which was swelied considerably as 
the meeting proceeded. The special commit- 
tee on the selection of a chaplain for the city 
institutions reported through Dr. J. G. Merrill 
that they had selected Rev. T. H. Hagerty of 
the Water Tower Methodist Church and placed 
his salary at $800. The committee also be- 
lieved that the apportionment they had pre- 
pared for the various churches for their share 
of the salary would be acceptable. The com- 
mittee recommended that Mr. Hagerty begin 
his work as soon as half of the $800 is in the 
treasury. The money for this saiary is to be 
paid in to the Treasurer of the Alliance. 
SUBMISSION AND THE SABBATH. 

The special committee consisting of Revs. 
Lewis, Felton and Greene, appointed at the 
last meoting to present to the Legislature the 
Alliance’s appeal for submission, submitted 
ite report through Dr. Lewis who said that 
the resolution had been carefully worded so 
as not to commit the alliance to prohibition, 
local option or any other method, and that the 
request was based on the right of a minority 
to petition for a vote. Dr. Lewis had no copy 
of the resolution to read on the record, but 
at the s stion of Kev. W. H. Black, he was 
instructed to have the resolution published. 

Pending the report of the soard of Coun- 
selors on the eo for the next meeting 
Dr. Lewis reported informally the resuit of 
the visit he and Rev. J. H. Garrison made 
to the Legisiature last week under instruc- 
tions from the recent meeting at the Grand 
Avenue Presbyterian Church in favor of the 
repeal of the Sunday law of 1857. 
Dr. Lewis said that he was sure repeal 
would carry in both houses, despite the fact 
that no sympathy was extended the repeal 
movement by the representatives from St. 
Louis. He found that the liquor men, the Sab- 
bath desecrators and the immoral classes 
were banded together to defeat the move- 
ment, The opposition of the St. Louis mem 
bers was shown, he said, by one prominent 
representative, who arose in the Legislature 
and solemniy declared that he didn’t believe 
that there were 1,000 persons in St. Louis who 
favored the repeal. Dr. Lewis said he had 
asked him privately how he could say such a 
thing in view of the support given the move- 
ment by all the churches of the city.

A Rear End Collision. 


CHICAGO, January 81.—The through Omaha

Thirty miles from this city 
it was compelled to stop owing to a blockaded 
freight train. A brakeman was sent back over 
the track with a danger-signal to stop a local 
train from Aurora.

One man wbo was in the 
washroom of the sleeper would have lost his 
life had not the collision broken a hole in the 
roof, through which he escaped. Although 
the passengers were badly shaken up no one 
was serioufly injured.

A BIGGER MAN THAN THE PRESIDENT. 


How Pat Harris Kept His Box While Mr. 
Cleveland Stood With the Crowd. 


Washington Special to the New York WORLD. 

The Chicago News prints the following story 
of the President’s adventure at the recont 
charity ball at Baltimore; 

Quite a little story is told of the adventure 
ofthe President at the Baltimore ball last 
night. He and Mrs. Cleveland were to be the 
guests of Mr. and Mrs. John Gill, who are ro- 
cognized as the leaders of aristocratic society 
in Baltimore and have many millions. At the 
Academy of Music, where the ball was held, 
are only four boxes, two of which are on 
a level with the stage and the others 
with the gallery. These boxes 
were sold at auction, Robort Garrett 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad pur- 
chasing one of the lower ones and Pat Harris 
the other. Mr. Gill, ft was understood by the 
managers of the affair, was to have had the 
other lower box, and to take care of the Presi- 
dential party. To the surprise of every one, 
however, Pat Harris, who was formerly an at- 
tache of a circus, and now owns a dime muse- 
um, came in atthe sale and bid against Mr. 
Gill tor the other box. Mr. Garrett got his 
box for $250, but Pat Harris ran the bidding on 
the other up to $1,100. Gill followed him to 
$1,000, but fell out there, and it was knocked 
off to the museum man. All sorts of persua- 
sion were used on Harris to get him to sur- 
render the box, sothat it might be used for 
the entertainment of the President, but be 
said he had bought it for his own use and 
would be glad to entertain the President him - 
self. This, of course, would not do, and the 
aristocracy of Baltimore was horrified. 

„The perplexing problem of entertaining 
the President was solved, however, in an 
awkward way. Mrs. Gill, the President of the 
charity for whose benefit the ball was in-

Rev. G. E. Reed Refuses to Witness the Bal- 
let, But Invites the Ballet Dancers to

New York, January 31.—The Kiralfy troupe,

„„Black Crook, was expected to forma part 
of the congregation of the Hanson Place M. E. 
Chureh in Brooklyn yesterday. When the 
services in the church began every seat was 
occupied. A circus in a country village could 
not have created a greater sensation. Actors, 
actresses and chorus girls were sprinkled 
all through the audience in + the 
morning service, but there was nothing 
to distinguish them from other worshippers. 
Imre Kiralfy and his wife listened to the ser- 
mon in the evening and introduced themselves 
to the Rev. G. E. Reed, pastor of the church, 
after the services were concluded. The visit 
of the troupe came about ina very peculiar 
manner. Mr. Reed, afew days ago, in com- 
mon with other clergymen in this city and 
Brooklyn, received a circular inviting him to 
witness a performance of Mr. Kiralfy’s epec- 
tacular drama. The circular was very cour- 
teously worded and Mr. Reed senta reply to 
it. He stated that he could not accept the in- 
vitation gs he 

DEEMED THE PERFORMANCE IMMORAL. 

He concluded by extending to Mr. Kiralfy a 
personal invitation to attend his church. To 
Mr. Reed’s surprise Mr. Kiralfy accepted the 
invitation, not only in his own behalf, but in 


the name of the company. 

There was no sign of the coaches which 
wereto bring the theatrical peopie to the 
church about the church, and all the theatri- 
cal people who went rode in the street cars. 
Every fresh arrival at the church caused a 
stirim the congregation and every stranger 


whe put in an appearance was classed as 
one of the Kiraifys. A well-known poli- 
tician of Brooklyn was put down — many 
as Manager Nedgil Moere and the daughters of 
acertain deacon were pointed out as ballet 
giris. The Rev. Mr. Reed appeared somewhat 
astonished at his audience when he came into 
the puipit.

REVOLUTIONIZING THE NAVAL SYSTEM. 


The Dynamite Steel Cruiser Being Built for 
Uncle Sam. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcu. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., January 31.—The Navy 
Department will complete early this week the 
drawing of a contract with the Pneumatic 
Dynamite Gun Company of New York for the 
construction of a dynamite steel cruiser, to be 
completed by June 1. If this vessel is all that 
is claimed for it, then the harbor of New York 
wilt be safe from any foreign fleet. The work 
en this vessel will be hastened on account of 


possible complications between this country 
and England. This vessel is to carry 
three dynamite guns, each capable of 
throwing with accuracy 200 pounds of dyna- 
mite a distance of one mile. The contract 
9 that each gun shall be capable of 

eing discharged once every two minutes. 
These are to be guns of 10%-inch calibre. The 
company has promised to make them twelve 
inches. Ifthe gunsare made of that capacity 
they will be capable of throwing 400 pounds of 
dynamite which would be sufficient to blow 
up the largest vessels known to any modern 
navy. The contract specifies that the vessel 
shall have a speed of twenty knots an hour 
which means twenty-three miles of speed. 
None of the heavy-armored vessels of modern 
times will be capable of running away from 
this new cruiser. She is to be 230 feet long, 26 
feet breadth of beam, 7 feet draught, and 
3,200 horse-power. The Government contracts 
to pay for her „000. If this vessel does not 
reach the speed named she will not be accept- 
ed. ‘The contract specifies that these guns are 
to be fired with safety and accuracy 
at objects one mile distant, as an- 
other condition of their acceptance. 
The plan of the boat has been favorably re- 
ported upon by a naval board and by the Sec- 
retary of the — Although the contract 
was made with the Pneumatic Dynamite Gun 
Company, the boat will be constructed by the 
Cramps of Philadelphia. Naval officers think 
this vessel will revolutionize the naval system 
of the world. A few such vessels would pro- 
tect our coasts aguinst the combined navies of 
the world.

| The Business of the St. Louis Street Car Com- 


panies During the Year of 1886—How the 
Introduction of the Cable System Has Af- 
fected the Old Cempanies — Extensive 
Changes Promised by the Companies for 
the Present Year. 


In compliance with the conditions of their 
charters the officers of the various street car 
companies operating in this city have made 
quarterly returns to the City Register of the 
business done during the last three months of 
the year 1886. The last of these filed returns 
has just been sworn to at the City Hall and 
sbows that the car companies fared well dur- 
ing the year. The quarterly reports give the 
number of trips made, and the total number 
of passengers carried during that period. 
The total returns for the year are as follows:

During the months of January, February 
and March the various companies, not count- 
ing the St. Louis Cable & Western Railway 
and the Northern Central Railway, which 
were not in operation, made 830,450 trips, car- 
rying 9,091, passengers. During the months 
of April, May and June they made 957 ,962 pow 
carrying 10,982.702 passengers. The Cable an 
the Northern Central began operations 
during this quarter. Fronr pril 15 
to June 80 the Cable made 88,320 
trips and carried 893,883 sengers. 
The Northern Central made 48,370 trips and 
carried 578,512 passengers. The total number 
of trips was 3,699,883, and the total number of 
passengers was 44,757,048, —— an average 
of 12 and a fraction to a trip. Under the word- 
ing of the law the railroad companies make 
returns in the name of the chartered company 
and not according tothe lines. This fact in 
the instance of the Lindell Company prevents 
making a wept peg to show the falling off of 
the business of that line on acceuntof the 
operation of the Cable Road. The falling off of 
business was serious, however, as several cars 
were withdrawn from service by President 
Maxon in consequence of the decreased pat- 
ronage. Im the returns of the Cable Road the 
first quarter’s business amounted to 52,960 
trips, carrying 1,359,710. The following, how- 
ever, showed a falling off, as only 49,848 trips 
were made and 1,252, earried, the differ- 
ence of 107,256 probably representing the resi- 
dents who patronized the road when it was a 
noveitv. 

Betore the railroad committees of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly the . street-car company 
presidents and superintendents have so often 
made the statement that St. Louis was nota 
good street-car town, that the phrase ‘‘as 

oor a mouth as a street- car company’’ has 

ecome astock comparison at the City Hall. 
The receipts of the companies for the year 
1886 amounted to something over $2,225,000, 
which ought to make the busi- 
ness of some of the companies profitabie. 
By the second meeting of the Municipal As- 
sembly next week ail the bills for the change 
of motive power will be disposed of by the 
Council andthe House of Delegates, and the 
street car companies will be empowered to 
make the improvements which they consider 
necessary. his necessity was first impressed 
upon President Maxon of the Lindell Company 
by the competition of the Cable Company 
as indicated above. The profits of some 
of the other companies were menaced by 
proposed elevated roads, and the necessity of 
the various companies pooling issues to se- 
cure the necessary legislation at once sug- 
gested itself. At a meeting held for this pur- 

ose last fall it was decided that the Missouri 
Railroad Company should present the first 
bill. This bill has since been 
passed by the Assembly, as well as 
five others which — the companies the 
option between cable and electricity. Many 
of the roads, on aceount of the numerous 
curves, steep grades and municipal sewerage 
systems, are unfit for cable. It is expected. 
that the electric motor will be perfected within 
the time specified inthe bills, and that this 
power can be used on the roads which are un- 
suited for conduits and cables for the reasons 
stated above. At present the cable could 
not be employed on the Market street and 
Manchester road division of the Missouri 
Railroad Company, as the ground is in- 
clined in some places so much that a conduit 
would be continually flooded by drainage 
from the surface. Already encouraging re- 
ports have been received from the electric 
motors, but experiments arestill being made 
with a view of inereasing the stored power and 
decreasing the cost of running acar. The 
Street Car Men’s Association has been broken 
up to some extent recently, but Messrs. 
Maffitt, Scullin and Maxon are in correspond- 
ence with the inventors and hope to try the 
experiments on their own lines within two 
months.
